Business Arising from the Minutes 


Interim Report of the Planning Committee 


Mr. Dinsmore, Chairman of the Planning Committee, informed the members that his 
Committee met on April 17, 1985. They are working on a report to the Board concerning 
the new building projects to be presented to the May meeting. There will be need for a 
report from the Finance Committee for this meeting. Because the time for action is 
rapidly approaching, the Board members should soon be prepared to reach some specific 
resolutions relating to the proposed buildings. 


Nomination of Dr. Gilles Tremblay 


Dr. Kenniff explained that this is a routine matter. The candidate for the Conseil de la 
santé et des services sociaux de la région de Montréal métropolitain has traditionally been 
chosen from one of the two Montreal universities having medical faculties. Dr. Tremblay 
has served a term on the Conseil and is willing to continue his service. It was moved and 
seconded (Kenniff, Firth) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT Dr. Gilles Tremblay, Professor of Pathology, McGill University, be 
nominated as a candidate to the Conseil de la sante et des services sociaux 
de la region de Montréal métropolitan. 


Student Services Provisional Operating Budget 


Dr. Breen explained that student services is financed by a special fund arising from 
student fees and a government grant. In answer to a question from Mr. Dinsmore, he 
noted that any deficit due to fall-off in student registration would be covered by a backup 
fund which has been built up by student services. It was moved and seconded (Breen, 
Dinsmore) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the Student Services Provisional Operating Budget, Fiscal, 1985-86 
(BG-85-5-D20), be approved.

Vice-Rector, Academic 


The Ministry of Education has given a research grant of $1.16 million to the Engineering 
Faculty. Dr. Breen commented that the Minister of Higher Education, Science & 
Technology, M. Bérubé, was impressed with the fine work being done by our Engineering 
Faculty and singled out for special notice the transportation group of which Dr. Sankar is 
the Project Director. 


Committee Reports 


Mr. Ian MacDonald reported that the Graduation Ceremonies Committee has been 
investigating the quality of the graduate diplomas issued to Concordia students. Several 
matters are involved: the type of paper, the printing, the language used. It seems that 
Latin is not being used by many universities in North America at the present time and it 
is more difficult to understand. The Committee is continuing to study other ways of 
having the diplomas printed and the quality of the paper used. Signature machines instead 
of the present method of producing the signatures on the diplomas, and laser printers, are 
possible means of reducing costs. 


Other Business 


Correspondence 


The Secretary informed the members that he had received two letters. One was from 
William D. Morgan, Consul General of the United States, protesting the article in the 
March 8, 1985 issue of The Link entitled: "Reagan's Coming: Where's John Hinkley when 
we need him?" and another from Martin Caplan protesting an article in The Link 
concerning the present Men's Athletic Programme at Concordia University. The article 
was written by Mr. Bob White and was concerned chiefly with basketball at Concordia. 


Dr. Sankar, on behalf of the students in the Mechanical Engineering Department, 
presented Dr. Kenniff with a T-shirt, to be worn when playing tennis, and a lapel button 
poking well-deserved fun at the McGill University engineering students. 


Questions 


Q. Dr. Hogben asked whether it might be made possible for faculty members to enter 
and exit the voluntary pension plan more frequently than every five years. 


A. Prof. Martin replied that he would make inquiries, but that he was reasonably 
certain that a more flexible position would be very expensive. 


Q. Dr. Hoecker-Drysdale asked about the present status of the Search Committee to 
choose a University Director of Libraries. 


A. Prof. Martin stated that the Committee is scheduled to meet on April 29, 1985 
and suggested that the matter be further discussed in the closed session of the 
May meeting. It was agreed to follow this procedure. 


10. The Chairman asked the Secretary to read a letter received from Mr. R. L. Grassby. The 
Secretary read Mr. Grassby's letter, dated April 8, 1985, stating that, due to pressure of 
other commitments, he tended his resignation from the Concordia Board. Mr. Grassby 
wished the resignation to become effective at this meeting. 


Mr. McNaughton accepted Mr. Grassby's resignation with regret and praised the retiree 
for his years of service and devotion to Concordia and the many useful contributions he 
has made to the work of the Board.
